sponsored  training  programs . 

J.B.  Yes.  The  HKPF  has  been  effectively  trained  in  areas 
such  as  counter-terrorism,  money  laundering,  facilities 
protection,  bomb  disposal,  search  and  rescue,  financial 
crimes  investigations,  and  police  management.  The  training 
has  significantly  improved  the  performance  of  Hong  Kong 
participants  and  provided  an  excellent  opportunity  to  liaison 
with  police  from  neighboring  countries.
